a diffusion fllm with a plurality of apertures thereon installed above the plurality of 

lamps tor diilusing light generated by the plurality of lamps; 
a heat-dissipating piece directly connected to the diffusion film; and 
a heat exchanging means connected with the heat-dissipating piece. 

17. (Currently amended) The dhrect-type backlight unit of claim 16^, wherein the 
diffusion fil m is made of metal and has a thickness of less than 0.5mm.
